morning W esley W right, John 
Rowe 
in i Frank Skinner are dead and Ed ­ 
ward Lewis is in a serious condition, 
but may recover. 
Skinner was a m ember of the rescu­ 
ing party who 
was instantly killed 
when a piece of heavy pipe fell to 
the bottom of the shaft, striking him 
iuil in the face. 
The body of W right 
was located a few feet from the open­ 
ing of the mine and dragged into the 
«•age by the 
rescuers. 
After being 
taken to the 
surface W right lived 
about three hours. 
After a consultation it was consid- 
• ed unwise to return to the mine w ith ­ 
out safety lanterns. 
As none could 
1>e found it was three hours before an. 
other descent could be made for the 
■>»><!v of Rowe. 
It w as found under a 
mule which was taken into the mine, 
feet deep a few yards aw ay from 


bottom of the shaft. 


Of the three men dead all are resi­ 
dents of Salineville. 
W right was a 
mine boss and was about 55 years of 
age. 
He was married and is survived 
by his wife and ten children, the old­ 
est of which is just past 20. 
Rowe, 
aged 40, was an electriciau, and leaves 
a wife and one child. 
Skinner, aged 
about 40. leaves a wife ¡and six chil­ 
dren. 
Lewis is still living and may re­ 
cover. 
He has 
survived three pro 
vious mine accidents in the ill-fated 
mine. 
The victims were among the 
most highly 
respected 
citizens 
of 
S-alineville, and the town is iu deep 
mourning. 
Among th»» rescuing party was Jas. 
Blaemire. mine 
boss, who is 
well 
known in Salem, 
and has relatives 
here. 
Fo r several years he resided 
here with his fam ily, when he was 
employed in mines near Salem.
